The direct 
material imieresi of the west is that 
the Grand Trunk Pacifie should reach 
an open port 55 the shortest possible 
route. At ihe same time if for a trif- 
ling, or even moderate, increase im cost 
a Canadian port could he used, that 
would certainly be agreeable. The on- 
ly possible Canadian winter port is 
St. Johs, New Brunswick. Su John 
ean be reached from Quebce by a route 
about one buvdred miies louger than 
the distance from Monirea!l to Port- 
land, eniirely tbrough Canadian’ teryi- 
iory.
